Newpoit has douued her gala altire 


in preparation for the grand Carnival 
next week. The buildings of the city 
—public mid private—are throwing to 
the air a brave'display of buutiug and 
the national colors, while strung across 
the principal streets are long electric 
wires bearing mauy-colored lights for 
the illuminations in the livening. Latt 
year the appearance of the city called 
forth favorable comments from everv- 
oue,- resident? or strangers; this year 
Ihe beauty of the *cene promises to ex- 
ceed anything ever before ween iu this 
vicinity. If the c|erk of the weather 
will only consent to he kind for one 
short week the celebration will eclipse 
anything that Newporteis have ever 
seen. 


The last step* have been taken to in- 


sure the success of the affair. The com- 
mittees have held their final meetings 
before the beginning of the week and 
everything seems to have been done 
that imagination could suggest. There 
will he a crowd here If the weather is 
good; there l.s no possible dullht about 
that. And not all of (hose who come 
will returu at nightfall. The capacity 
of the regular hotels aud hoarding 
houses is taxed to full capacity by those 
who have already engaged rooms, aud 
apartments are beiug sought for ener- 
getically among private families. For 
the day excursionists it may be said 
that all the steamers ou the bay that 
can be spared from regular ruus have 
been chartered for special parties, large- 
ly consisting of members of orgnuiza- 
tious who have been invited to come 
during the week by the local branches 
of the various brders. 


Much of this interest ou the part of 


•the orders is due to the efforts of the 
publicity committee who have assigned 
certain days to tbe secret aud fraternal 
organizations. Monday is assigned to 
the Grand Army of the Republic, 
Uuited Spanish War Veterans, and all 
French and 
Italian 
organizations. 


Tuesday is for the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians and 
the Clau-na-Gael. 


Wednesday will see gatherings of the 
Knights of Columbus, Elks, Eagles 
aud temperance organizations. Thurs- 
day is assigned to tbe Red Men, 
Knights of Sherwood Forest, Foresters 
of America, aud English aud Scottish 
societies. Friday is for the Royal Ar- 
canum, Uuited Order of Workmen and 
Knights of Maccabees. Saturday 
is 


assigned to tbe members of the various 
labor unions. Under the auspices of 
these societies there wlllihc many special 
excursions run to Newport ou th'e days 
assigned to them. 


Every effort will be made by the 


committee to look after the comfort 
aud convenience of the mauy strangers 
who will be In the city. Lacking the 
public comfort stations whicli will be 
built in the uear future, the use of a 
number of public buildings has been 
secured as rest houses for the strangers. 
Ou Broadway the Rogers High School 
and Townsend Industrial 
buildings 


have been secured aud there will be 
others in other parts of the city. To 
accommodate the members of the out- 
of-town press who will be here ou that 
occasion a room has been secured iu 
the Builders & Merchants Exchange 
where they can make their headquar- 
ters. A special badge has been pre- 
pared for all newspaper men. 


Over on the old basin lot opposite 


the depot is a complete amusement 
ground under the management of Blah- 
op & Schwartz, professional amuse- 
ment managers. All exhibitions will 
he under canvas, affording shelter 
from the sun and rain. Admission to 
the grounds will be free, admission he- 
ing charged to the various exhibitions. 
Among the features will be ihe Society 
Circus, vaudeville theatre, Midway 
features, merry-go-rounds, 
illusions, 


games, band concerts, refreshments. 
Some of the tents are in position and 
the grounds have been wired for elec- 
tricity. It will present a brilliant scene 
on the opening night. 


The first real event of the week will 


be the automobile races at the Second 
Beach ou Monday afternoon at 2 p. m. 
This is under tbe management of Jlr. 
Barber, assistant secretary of theKhode 
Island Automobile Association, and 
enough entries have been received to 
assure some interesting races. On the 
occasion of races at thin beach 
two 


years ago there was a va.tt crowd of 
people and great interest was taken in 
the various events. Some of the fastest 
cars in the country have been entered. 
In the evening there will be a general 
illumination of the yachts and vessels 
In the harbor and of the principal 
streets, parks aud buildings in the city. 
There will be hand concerts at some of 
tbe parks. 


Next Tuesday the races for the As'.or 


cupt will he sa'll«d by the racing craft 
of the New York Yacht Club. In the 
ifttruoou at 2 o'clock occurs the parade 
ortb* Kbool chlldwn to Touro Park 


where the Quetu of the Carnival will 
be crowned. 


The Carnival Queen will be Mlw 


Mary GUM* of St. Mary's Parochial 
School, who was elected to (bat honor 
by vote of the girl pupils of the public 
and parochial whools. Of the voles 
cast many were found to be defective 
aud were thrown out. Tbe successful 
candidate will be crowned at Tuuro 
Park and will ride iu the float of the 
Newport Horticultural Society during 
the Carnival parade on Thursday even- 
ing. 


At o p. in. of t(ie same day the cutler 


races will take place. Twoprlzes have 
baen offered—a first prize of $150 and a 
second of §100, aud many entries are 
expected. 
Captain Lewis H. Ray- 


mond, the famous boatbuilder, Ims 
charge of the details of the cutter race 
aud a perfectly square show io prom- 
ised for all. Iu the evening there will 
be illuminations, baud concerts, etc. 


Ou Wednesday at 10 a. m. the yachts 


will take position for the race for the 
King's Cup under the auspices of the 
New York Yacht Club. There will be 
a large number of starters for this race 
which is the first for the cup offered by 
King Edward of England. There will 
be plenty of steamers to take out those 
who desire to follow the course of ihe 
rut-fs. 


At •! p. m. there will be the military 


aud naval parade, which will bean im 
posing spectacle. The 
line will be 


made up of the regular troops from 
Foil Adams aud Fort Wetherill, the 
entire battalion of apprentices from the 
Naval Training Station aud the entire 
Naval Iteseive Battaliou of the State 
militia. Iu addition to these organiza- 
tions there will be practically all of the 
independent military organizations of 
the State, including the Bristol Artil- 
lery, Warren Artillery, 
Provideuce 


Light Infantry, Troop B. of cavalry, 
the Newport Artillery aud 
others. 


There Is a possibility that the men 
from the warships may be iu Hue. 
There will be ten bauds of music, dis- 
tributed through the line to the best ad- 
vantage. Colonel Herbert Bliss will 
be chief marshal and Captain Frank 
P. King of the Newport Artillery will 
be chief of staff. There will be a mount- 
ed staff consisting of military 
aud 


naval men. The line will form on 
Washington 
square and 
will move 


promptly at 2 p. m. over the following 
route: Thames, Dearborn and Perry 
streets to Bellevue avenue, Kay btreet, 
Rhode Island avenue, out Broadway 
to Fowler aveuue and counter-march to 
Washington square where tbe line will 
be dismissed. 


The harbor fete will start at 8 p. m. 


Wednesday evening. There will be a 
general Illumination of the war ships, 
yachts, government stations, wharves 
aud everything along the water front. 
It Is possible that there may be a pa- 
rade of illuminated small boats but as 
this feature was never a very striking 
element iu the success of former fetos 
it may be dropped. 
But the illumina- 


tion itself will be very striking. Thames 
street aud other principal streets will 
be illuminated aud there will be a 
brilliant spectacle ou land aud sea. 


Tbe small yacht racing, open to all 


associations iu Narragausett Bay, which 
will take place ou Thursday morning 
at 10 a. m., promises to be au interest- 
ing event. The small yachts have been 
away on their annual cruises this week, 
so entries have not come In very rapid- 
ly but it is expected that there will be 
many starters. 


The trades procession will take place 


on Thursday afternoon at 'J.30 p. ni. 
aud Chief Marshal Ernst Volgt prom- 
ises to have 400 teams iu line. This 
feature was a great success last year 
and will probably be double the dis- 
play this year. Nearly nil the business 
bouses that have good looking delivery 
wagons have entered them and there 
will be many special features. 
The 


division marshals will be Russell Man- 
chester aud W. T. LIbby. 
The line 


will form on Washington square and 
the streets adjoining at iOO o'clock 
and at 2.30 the procession will start. 
The route of march will be out Broad- 
way to Bliss road and countermarch, 
through West Broadway, Marlboro, 
Farewell, over Waiuut street bridge to 
Washington, to Bridge, Thames, Nar- 
raganaett avenue, Bellevue 
avenue, 


Kay street, Rhode Island aveuue aud 
Broadway to Washington square where 
the parade will be dismissed. 
The 


chief marshal will have a mounted 
staff. 


The automobile floral parade at 4 p. 


m. will make a pretty picture, and it 
Is hoped that enough machines will be 
secured to make a pretentious display. 


The grand Carnival parade takes 


place at 8 p. m. aud a remarkable dis- 
play Is promised. Tbll year there will 
be many more floats In line than there 
were last and each organization has 
strenuously endeavored to surpass Its 
previous exhibit. The Newixjrt Horti- 
cultural Society In particular is bend- 
Ing every effort to produce a fitting 
float for tbt Carnival Queen, whom 
tbe Society will hare the honor of 
ncortlof. Tb* tohlton and Mllon an 
prtpartot floaU which tb«y claim will 


be striking as anything in Hue and al- 
together the display will be one long 
to be remembered. This year the com- 
mittee has furnished the organizntions 
with electric batteries for the illumina- 
tion of the floats. Col. Herbert HI its 
will be tbe chief marshal of the parade 
with Col. Howard R. Peckh*m of 
Mlddlttown as chief of staff. Thtre 
will be a mounted stall'. The parade 
will foim ou Washington square aud at 
8 p. m. will move as follows: Thames

City Council. 


There was a special meeting of the 


city council on Friday evening of last 
week, called for tbe purpose ot taking 
actjou ou the proposed new city ordi- 
nance in relation to hackney carriages. 
This matter was not heard from dur- 
ing the session, but there was a lively 
discussiou of tbe appropriation for Car- 
nival Week and tbe sum of $200 was 
finally appropriated. 


A resolution was presented, appro- 


priating $2000 to be expended by a 
special committee consisting of two 
members of tbe board of aldermen and 
three members of the common council, 
for illuminating, decorating and music 
during tbe week of August 6-11, the 
sum to be added to the appropriation 
for Incidentals, and the city treasurer 
was authorized to pay that sum to the 
chairman of the committee. 


This resolution provoked a lively 


discussion in the cornujou 
council. 


Some of the members were opposed to 
It ou the ground that the city solicitor 
had declared it illegal, but wheu tbe 
city solicitor was called upon for an 
opinion he was not present. Other 
members wanted the Park Commission 
to have charge of the music end of the 
matter but the resolution was finally 
passed as presented. There was some 
opposition in the board of aldermen 
but the board concurred iu the action 
of the common council. The committee 
appointed consists of Aldermen Bliss 
aud Kelley, Couucllmeu Kerr, Dyer 
aud Casey. 


A resolution was passed appropriat- 


ing SoOO for the use of the Park Com- 
mission iu protecting the trees from 
the ravages of insects. 
A- communi- 


cation from the sealer of weights and 
measures recommending the purchase 
of a sand blast for marking milk bot- 
tles iu accordance with the new law 
was referred to tne committee on pub- 
lic property. 


A petition from a few of the summer 


residents asking permission to try the 
experiment "f using oil ou a portion 
of Bellevne avenue for the purpose of 
laying the dust wus referred to the 
committee ou streets and highways 
with power to act. 


The following communication from 


Mayor (,'ottrell was read and received 
but no action wits taken : 
To the Honorable the City Council: 


Gentlemen: The cost of maintain- 


ing the emergency hospital, from Jan- 
uary 1,1900, to July 1, 190U, a period of 
six mouths, has been (as shown by the 
vouchers iu thecity treasurer) in amount 
exceeding ?5,000. 
The Newport Hospital made a propo- 


sition to you to take cases to the limit 
of the hospital at $1 per day per pa- 
tient, aud tbe total charge not to be 
more than 54,000 per year, without re- 
gard to tbe number of patients. 


In calling your attention to the 


above facts, I earnestly 
recommend 


that you take immediate and favor- 
able action on the proposition sub- 
mitted by the Newport Hospital, aud 
thus save much unecessary expense.

The Atlautic fleet of battleships ar- 


rived hi Newpoit Harbor ou Tuesday 
aud are now anchored off the James- 
towu shore where they attract the us- 
ual amount of attention. This is one of 
the uiuet powerful fleets of lighting ves- 
sels ever assembled and under the com- 
mand of the well known "Flghtiug 
Bob" would be capable of gieat execu- 
tion against all enemy. The Meet con- 
sists of the Maine, flagship; Missouri,

While on their way Iiei'i the Alaba- 


ma and the Illinois were In collision 
and one seaman was injured by falling 
davits. The .damage to the vessels 
was very slight. The accident was due 
to the dense fog that prevailed' at. t!;o 
time. 


Further investigation on tho part of 


divers connected with the fleet reveals 
the fact that the damages sustained by 
the Alabama and the Illinois In collis- 
ion are much mure serious t h a n were- 
ut first anticipated, lioth vessils were 
injured below the water line aud will 
undoubtedly have to go on the dry 
dgck for repairs before taking part in . 
any further maneuvers, Some of the 
heavy guns ou both ships were also In- 
jured by the shock of the collision. The 
Illinois suffered the worst but the 
pumps of the Alabama have to be kept 
going constantly to keep dowu the 
water that enters the forward com- 
partments. The two ships will lie sent 
to either the Brooklyn or the Charles- 
town Navy Yard to be dry docked. 


Seaman Corbett who was Injured by 


the falling davit IB also iwire seriously 
injured thau wus at first mippoaed. His 
leg was amputated soon after the acci- 
dent aud It was thought that hli other 
limbs could be saved but the surgeons 
have now fouud It necessary to ampu- 
tate an arm. He is expected to recover. 


Collier fftro Wrecked. 


The Government collier Nero, Cap- 


tain ShurlletT, went ashore at Block 
Island In a dense fog SVednesday 
morning aud It Is expected that she 
will be a total loss, although the Scott 
Wrecking Company aud the Govern- 
ment vessels are doing everything pos- 
sible to save her. The Nero was hound 
up the coast to Bradford coaling sta- 
tion with some 4000 tous of coul. Sho 
was running slowly during a dense fog, 
when the powerful siren whistle on the 
South Light was heard. 
The pilot 


mistook its location and headed her 
for the Island whereshe struck heavily. 


Word was Immediately sent to New- 


port and the small government tugs 
here were dispatched to the scene aud 
a message waa sent to New London for 
a wrecking company. The Nero waa 
flooded with water to prevent pound- 
ing on the rocks aud she Is now resting 
easily but it is believed by experienced 
Block Islanders that she Is doomed.

Island when she struck, the summer 
visitors hastening to the scene, which 
was new to them. The life saving 
crewsare now on duty and have been 
standing by the wreck. The crew of 
the Nero were brought to the Training 
Station here but tho olllcera are stand- 
ing by the Hhlp.

The ascending ladder 
is so exposed, the sea usually so tur- 
bulent under the least stress of wind, 
that no human being can retain hand 
hold or footing. 


Yc» there wns one faint chance of 


succor, and it was not a sailor who- 
grasped It.

Every uiiv has noticed on his visiting 


cstrd tin- extremely delicate lines ol' 
Ills mime; and almost every onu knows 
Unit they are produced by in-lntiiiK 
from mi engraved copperplate, 
l.iku 


lusiuy other things of use and beamy, 
this art of copperplate engrsivlng wits 
discovered tliruiiKh the merest accident 
by tliB guldsinlths of Florence In the 
fifteenth century. 
It is a historical 


fact, however, tlnit one day an eugruv- 
er on gold, wishing to take n proof of 
his work, niiiile the usuul sulphur cast 
and then tilled up the lines with lamp- 
black, thus enabling him to see exactly 
how his work looked. While occupied 
In doing this it occurred to him that 
possibly the same results could be ob- 
tained by tilling up the. original en- 
graving with lampblack Instead of 
making au Impression of It and filling 
up that. Struck with the idea, he put 
it into practical use, and with a little 
damp paper succeeded in getting a fair 
Impression from the engraving. 


The discovery was communicated to 


other workers in the art, and they 
hailed It with joy, as It saved all the 
arduous trouble of making sulphur 
casts, hut they never saw the full value 
of the discovery, and consequently the 
art of plate en-raving lay for almost 
a century before its true import was 
discovered and brought out iu all its 
great and beautiful results. Today col- 
lectors of plate engravings rave over 
the mule results of curlier times and 
search the world for examples of these 
early masters to add to their collec- 
tions. Many of thesis collections have 
been pi'os'emed , to museums, where 
they 
y be seen iiud appreciated by 


the. pc-uple.

Fawn, deer and ' eagle 


rolled down a declivity, the hlrd was 
dislodged from its hold and the fawn 
rescued. 


Many traditions are extant as to the 


carrying off of children hy eagles. The 
most recent case bearing close scru- 
tiny Is one which happened in South 
Africa. 
A Boer farmer whose stock 


lad been harried by eagles lay in am- 
bush for the robbers and saw one of 
them descend and carry off the five- 
year-old child of one of the Kaffir serv- 
ants. He shot the bird, which, with 
the child still clutched in its grip, fell 
Into a thorn bush. The bird was dead, 
but the child was little hurt. 


Two eagles will stalk a covert In 


concert While one conceals itself the 
other beats about the bushes with 
great screaming, driving out Its quarry 
for the hidden eagle to swoop down 
upon. An even more Insidious method 
has been observed. An eagle seeing a 
sheep on the edge of a precipice flew 
at it, screaming shrilly and with force- 
ful beat of wing hurled It into the val- 
ley below, where It could devour it at 
Its leisure. In the light 'of such rec- 
ords there Is good reason for believing 
the legend of the eagle dropping a tor- 
toise on the bald head of JEschylus, 
the Greek poet, and so causing his 
death.

For thin purpose they arc pro- 
i vided with an ovipositor of peculiar 
' construction. It consists of two long 


pieces closing like a sheath over a 
third. 


In the tcnthredo this third piece con- 


tains two little saws, each of which has 
been compared to the tenon saw used 
by the cabinetmakers. The tenon saw 
Is single, but that of the teuthredo is 
double, consisting of two distinct saws. 
The insect in using them throws out 
one saw aud while it is returning 
pushes out the other. 


This alternate motion is continued 


until the cut is made, when the two 
saws, receding from each other, con- 
duct the egg between them Into its 
place. Not only Is the edge of the saw 
notched Into teeth, but on every tootii 
a number of smaller teeth appear.

Water Is the usual vehicle for ty- 


phoid germs, as Is well known, and 
probably all great outbreaks of the dis- 
ease iu cities are due to an infected 
water supply. This has been strikingly 
sliown in Philadelphia, whore some 
parts of the elly ure supplied with fil- 
tered water am! others wiih unflltered 
or mixed water. Comparing two parts 
of the city in which the conditions, ex- 
cept as to water supply, are almost the 
an me, it was found that in the one sup 
plied with filtered water the occurrence 
rare of typhoid fever was one in five 
thousand, while in the others. In which 
the untiltcrctl water was drunk, it was 
one in sixteen hundred. 


But a city with an ideal water sup- 


ply may be scourged with typhoid 
fever, although less severely, through 
tbe medium of impure ice, and it Is al- 
most as important to know where the 
ice is cut, or with- what water it is 
mado, if artificial, as where tlie city 
water comes from.

Many of the farmers on the Island 


complaiu of the uew milk law which 
requires all sellers of milk to take out 
a license aud also to have the glass 
jars measured aud sealed before using. 
The taking out a. license would not 
seem to be much of a hardship, as the 
price Is merely nominal. The neces- 
sity of the measuring of the jars by 
Home competent authority is made ap- 
parent wheu it Is shown by the State 
Sealer, Capt. Perils, that 60,000 short 
measure jars have been already dis- 
covered in this State. Many of these 
jars have already been condemned iu 
Massachusetts, but as there has hereto- 
fore been no law iu this State on that 
subject they were shipped here and 
sold, and the parties using them were 
selling short measure. The honest 
dealer or producer ought not to object 
lo haviug his measures tested, uuy 
more Lhuu the storekeeper or the mer- 
chant should object to buying his 
weights aud measures tested. This la 
required to be done annually uuder tbe 
law passed years ago, while the meae-- 
uriug and sealiug of milk measures has 
to be doue only once. What is fair for 
oue is certaiuly fair for the other, aud 
the law is for the protection of tlie con- 
sumer iu each case.

Tlie 
sentinel at Fort. Constantine offered no 
resistance. 
The 
artillerymen 
re- 


mained neutral and submitted to im- 
prisonment in Ihe casemates. 


It was at this time that the sappers 


anil pioneers, who comprised these two 
groups, fouud themselves checkmated. 
The batteries of the fort are arranged 
iu two tiers. Tbe guns on tbe lower tier 
can be swung on an arc of 45 degrees 
»ad command only the sea, while those 
of the upper tier are on pivots and can 
bt directed in any direction. Tbe rnaga- 
tlne. however, while containing a full 
snpply of shells for the lower tier guns, 
itoad in it only two shells for the guns 
of the upper tier. When, therefore, the 
itormlng party later brought up field 
.ind machine guns, the mutineers were 
without .the possibility of using artll- 
.I»ry and were compelled to surrender. 
Their flag, Inscribed with fhe 
words 


"land and liberty." which they had 
.liolsted on entering the fort,-was hauled 
•down. 


About 100 of the mutineers, including 


-all the revolutionary civilians, escaped 
la a steamer which was lying off the 
Tort. 


To the sailors, who all were practical- 


ly unarmed, their carbines having been 
taken from tbe racks in their barracks 
by order of the commandant the day 
before, fell the task of capturing the 
arsenal. This proved easy, but to their 
amazement, the men found 
it prac- 


tically empty. With the exception of a 
fiw old style guns, there was neither 
artillery nor ammunition to be found. 
The sailors then made an unsuccessful 
attempt to release their comrades of 
toe seventh equipage. 
Then, after a 


iasty consultation, they decided to re- 
turn to their Barracks and barricade 
themselves. 


In the meantime the 
loyal troops 


were closing In and several Skirmishes 
1ml occurred. The sailors had only au- 
tomatic revolvers, supplied by the revo- 
lutionaries. 
During these encounters 


most of the casualties occurred. Once 
tie sailors were Inside the barracks the 
loyal soldiers Immediately surrounded 
toe buildings, but It was decided to be 
preferable to starve them out'than to 
compel the men of one arm of tbe ser- 
vice to tire upon their comrades of an- 
other arm. 


About 300 sailors who became sep- 


arated from the main body on the re- 
turn marcli to the barracks were cut 
elf and captured. 
As far as can be 


ascertained everything was practically 
over at 4 o'clock in the morning.

Any purchaser of milk, 
cream, or skimmed milk having reason .to 
believe that any measure, can, jar, bottle, 
or other vessel or receptacle in which 
milk, cream, or skimmed milk Is sold 
and delivered to him is not of sufficient 
size or capnc-ity to contain, by standard 
wine measure, the amount thereof pur- 
chased may apply to the sealer of weighta 
and measures oC the town in which such 
milk, cream, or skimmed milk is deliv- 
ered to him, which sealer shall, upon the 
receipt of a fee of twenty-five cents there- 
for, tost the capacity of the same and is-

"Tn the iHlministration of the forest 


reserves it must In

uent goal of the whole people and not 
for the temporary benefit of Individu- 
als or companies. All the resources of 
forest reserves ore for use. .aud this 
must be brought about iu a thoroughly 
prompt and businesslike manner under 
such restrictions only as will insure 
the. permanence of tUese resources. 


"Vou will see to'it that the water, 


wood and' forage of the reserves are 
conserved and wisely used for the ben- 
efit of the home builder tirst of all. In 
the management of enrh reserve local 
questions will be decided upon local 
grounds. \Vhere connecting interests 
must' be reconciled the question will 
alwayg be decided from the standpoint 
of the greatest good to the greatest 
number in the long run." 


One of the important aspects of the 


work under the new administration has 
to do with the sale of timber from the 
reserves. The amount of revenue-re- 
ceived from this source during the year 
1905 amounts to. nearly $275,000. Bids 
are received on those portions of the 
forest reserve which can be safely cut. 
The work is done under the local su- 
pervision of the forest service, and the 
terms of sale are such that speculation 
is Impossible, as the timber to be cut 
has to be removed within a specified 
time, and in case the contract extends 
over a period of years—in no case more 
than five—a proportionate amount of 
timber lias to be removed each year. 
The Importance of having these tim- 
ber reserves under able supervision of 
careful aud disinterested men is real- 
ized when, one appreciates the mag- 
nitude of the government's timber 
holdings. A single sale of 50,000,000 
feet of lodge pole pine for railroad ties 
Is pending on the Montana division of 
the Yellowstone forest reserve, while 
It la estimated that 105,000,000 feet, 
board measure, of this same kind of 
pine can be cut from one watershed of 
the Medicine Bow forest reserve. Tbe 
entire property of the forest reserves, 
worth $250,000.000 In cash, Is now be- 
ing administered at a cost of less than 
one-third of 1 per cent of Its value, 
while increase in that value of not 
less than 10 per cent a year is taking 
place. The day is thought to be not 
far distant when these reserves may 
be expected to become a source of pub- 
lic revenue. 


THE BOY IN VACATION. 


The boy is much the same proposi- 


tion whether he lives hi town or coun- 
try—eager, restless, Inquisitive, anx- 
ious to be at something, as a rule tired 
of books, and rightly so at the close of 
the school year, and you have him on 
your bands this summer. What to do 
with him and how to keep him em- 
ployed so as to have him somewhat 
more strong aud rugged, with habits 
of Industry more firmly fixed and 
possessing a better sense of his respon- 
sibility, as a social and economic factor, 
is the problem before you. The play 
Instinct is satisfied in the few days 
following the close of school, and if 
he Is normal he will be wanting to go 
to work and earn some money. While 
the legal right exists of taking nil the 
money he can earn In return far the 
expense of his keep during the remain- 
der of the year it is seldom wise to 
carry it out to the letter.- Let the boy 
have enough to spend for the satisfac- 
tion of his boy's needs and encourage 
the starting of n bank account. It will 
not need to be large l>efore he will 
feel a real Interest in It and will want 
to Increase It In every way that he can/ 
If during the present summer there are 
brought honte to the boy or girl lessons 
of industry anil saving, It will In the 
long run prove as helpful as any lesson 
got from books. In a general way it 
may be said that boys, like animals, 
respond to considerate treatment This 
Is their due and will also bring the 
largest measure of satisfaction to both 
parent and chljd.

As there are no trees in Shetland, 


there are no birds, except, of course, 
the sea gulls, which you can number 
by the thousand. The sea gulls are the 
sparrows of Lerwick, and, as such, 
they have a greater share In the town's 
life than have the sparrows of London. 
In the morning time you will note that 
a sea gull sits on every chimney pot. 
Sea gulls swoop and hover over every 
roof in the town. 


The air Is (nil of their strange, high, 


plaintive, haunting cries. Their sad, 
shrill, long drawn cries are to Lerwick 
as the chattering of sparrows or the 
cawing of rooks are to us In England. 
Every house has its own familiar sea 
gulls and every street Its own band of 
sea gulls. They never mix. The chil- 
dren in each house have a pet name for 
their own particular sea gulls, and, 
having called them to them by those 
names, they feed them every day. And 
each sea gull knows what is meant for 
him. No sea gull attached to one house 
ever 'seeks to eat the food scattered 
(rom the house next door. He does not 
dare; the other gulls would kill him. 
So all day long the sea gulls hover and 
call over the roofs ot Lerwick. The 
people of the town, If they come across 
a little pile of rice laid upon the road- 
way, step over It with care. They 
know that it is placed there for some 
sea gull. And at night the sea gulls 
leave their own appointed chimney 
pots and fly gracefully away to their 
resting places on the rocks of the Isle 
of Moss.— London Express.
